1. Beginning in 19 U7, all roads in Albania were repaired; asphalted roads were 
re-asphalted and macadamized roads were re-macadamised. At present, the 
roads are constantly checked and IT necessary repaired at once. The usininua 
capacity of bridges is 30 tons. 
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2. The Tirana-Durree road, which passes through Vorra, is about 37 kilometers 
long and 10 meters wide. On this asphalt road there are two bridges; a 
large ferro-concrete bridge 00-90 meters long and lh meters wide, at Limuth, 
near Voire, and another ferro-concrete bridge, 00-90 meters long and lli meters 
wide at brsen near Shijak.

at Van i Deje3, 120 meters long and 12 meters wide, and another ferro-concrete 
bridge at Kukes, 80 meters long and 12 meters wide. Besides these brid ge s, 
there are 23 small concrete and wooden bridges on this road. This road is 
sometimes blocked by snow. 

6. The Uilot^Jbibi^-Prosek-airel-Qaf tSure-Peshkopije road is about 09 kilometer s 
long, 6 meters wide and macadamised. ' There are two bridges, 5o-60 maters 
long and 6 meters wide, in concrete and stone, and two bridges near Rubip 
and a third near Psahkopije in ferro-concrete, 80 meters long and 10 meters 

wide.

This road, which skirts the 
Adriatic shore, links Burres with the ports of Vlons and Barande* In Tim of

The Flone** Htaara-Sarande road is about 100 kilometers long, 6 meters wide arid 
macadamised* There is one ferTo- concrete bridge at irulcat and ra^ierous small

The Kcr co-Boro ve-Lockovilc-Ferat road is 10 $ kilometers long, 6 meters wide and 
laacadamized* There arc no large bridges* The numerous small bridges are of 
concrete or stone* 

The Ubra^Feshkopije-Kiikea road is about 162 motors long mid 6 meters 
td.de* Between Librasshd and Osteen there is a three to four percent gradient. 
Between Peshkopije and fCuk&e it skirts the Drin i si Valley* There ar-a tvro 
concrete bridges, one at Canka and the other at K ukes* There are about 200 
small wooden bridges, but^ these are being replaced, by concrete bridges* 

The ElbasaiHlraiash-Kali <I~Kor cs road was built during the* war and Is four or five 
meters wide. Although it has not been completed, it is being used by traffic* 

The Fier-Tepelen® road was built during the war and is not* completely finished, 
though used by traffic* 
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20# The Shkodor-Koplik-Ilani Hotit-Fodgorica road is eight asters wide and 

asphalted. There are no large bridges except one two kilometers from the 
lugolsar frontier, built of ferro-concrete* 

21. The Shk<xier-Boge-*£hengjor^ road is si x cetera wide. It was to be prolonged 
to link up with the Fuke-Kukes road, but has not yet been completed* 
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
